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NATIONAL GALLERY OF ART 

AND GWU COOPERATING IN 

RESEARCH PROJECT 

The National Gallery of Art and The George Washington 
University are cooperating in a new research project, "The Museum 
and the Art Teacher", designed to improve the teaching of art in 
American secondary schools. 

The program begins July 5 and runs through August 12. It is 
limited to 40 participants who have been selected from some 300 
applicants. They will come from 26 states, the District of 
Columbia, and from as far away as Hawaii. Lectures and seminars 
will be held at the National Gallery of Art. The program is 
supported by the Bureau of Research of the U. S. Office of Education. 

Program aims are to instruct the participating teachers in 
the history of art and the best methods of presenting it to their 
classes; and to strengthen art teaching by supplementing the current 
predominant studio orientation of art instruction with a deeper 
understanding of the history of art as a cultural expression.

NATIONAL GALLERY AND GWU 
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At the conclusion of the program, teachers will write individual 
reports to be coordinated by Jerome Hausman into a summary evalua¬ 
tive report for the U. S. Office of Education. 

The following four classes will be offered: 

1. A lecture course contrasting the different styles in 
Western art and emphasizing the changes in the theory of art from 
the Middle Ages to the present day. 

2. A seminar on the preparation of audio-visual material, 
including experimentation with photographic procedures and recording 
techniques; and the preparation of exhibitions and display techniques. 

3. A seminar in painting techniques, including the recon¬ 
struction of the methods of the old masters and the moderns by 
each participant so that the limitations and possibilities of 
different technical processes will be completely understood. 

Preparation and analysis of tours in art museums. 

The extensive resources of the Washington area will be used in 
the program. 

To be eligible for the program, teachers had to have a 

✓ 

bachelor's degree; a minimum of 2 years' teaching experience in 
Grades 7 through 12; and a recommendation from his or her principal, 
headmaster, or supervisor. Upon successful completion of the 
program, participants will receive six semester hours of graduate 
credit from The George Washington University's School of Education.

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GEORGE WASHINGTON TRAINING PHYSICIANS 

FOR FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION WORK 


The George Washington University today began a new and unique 
program to intensively train approximately 65 physicians assigned 
to the Food and Drug Administration by the U. S. Public Health 
Service. 

The physicians are serving two-year tours with the Public 
Health Service to fulfill their military obligations and are being 
assigned to FDA under a new manpower assistance program. 

In a 9 a.m. ceremony this morning at the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare the physicians were sworn into the Public 
Health Service and transferred to the FDA. Dr. William Stewart, 

U. S. Surgeon General, and Dr. James L. Goddard, Commissioner of 
FDA, were among the speakers. 

Also taking part in the ceremony were Dr. Robert J. Robinson, 
acting director of the FDA Bureau of Medicine; Dr. John Parks, dean 
of the GWU School of Medicine; and Dr. Charles S. Tidball, chairman 
of the GWU Physiology Department and Scientific Coordinator of the 


training program.

The GWU training course, operated under a contract with FDA, 
is designed to provide the advanced medical, scientific, and 
administrative knowledge necessary for work with the agency, and 
to provide opportunities for continued involvement by the doctors 
in clinical medicine. 

The program will be divided into three phases. Phase I will 
consist of three and one-half weeks of full time instruction in 
food and drug law, pharmacology, statistics, drug actions, clinical 
and drug toxicity. Phase II will be a continuing program 
of weekly evening sessions featuring experts in fields of interest 
to FDA, while Phase III will provide opportunities for the doctors 
-° continue their professional development through participation 
in nospital work or assignment to basic or clinical research projects. 

Upon completion of Phase I, the officers will be assigned to 
cne of five areas of FDA interest. Some will be involved with 
applications relating to Investigational New Drug status. Some 
will review New Drug Applications. 

Others will be assigned to FDA*s Adverse Reaction Branch or 
will become involved in surveillance activities of the agency. Ten 
of the doctors will be assigned to the National Academy of Sciences - 
National Research Council as members of panels being set up under 
another FDA contract to screen for efficacy compounds already on 
the market and previously cleared by the government.

coming freshmen and their parents. 

Parents and students attend the first briefing session 
the next day in the university's Lisner Auditorium, 21st and 
H Streets, N.W., from 8:15 to 8:45 a.m. George Washington 
University President Lloyd H. Elliott is greeting each group 
at the preliminary briefings. -more- 
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An informal round fcdble discussion for parents, about an 
hour and a half irl length, follows at 9 a.m. in the Women’s 
Residence Hall while students are taking placement tests and 
seeing advisers. Students are given registration packets and 
are able to complete their registrations during the day's program. 

Purpose of the program is to provide opportunity for a 
more personal registration and more individual attention than 
it is possible to give in the fall when approximately 12,000 
students will register, according to GWU Registrar Frederick 
R. Houser. The advance registration is on a voluntary basis. 

First of the seven programs was held on Monday, July 11, 
when 106 students were registered. States represented on 
Monday were California, Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, 

Illinois, Maryland, Virginia, Massachussetts, New Jersey, 

New York, Pennsylvania, and the District of Columbia. Both 
students and parents seemed pleased with the program. The 
students enjoyed making new acquaintances and the parents 
seemed to feel that when their children return in the fall 
they would not experience the lost feeling often associated 
with the first days of college life. 

The second of the programs is being held today, July 13. 
Subsequent dates are: July 15, July 18, August 1, August 3, 
and August 5.

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GWU WORKSHOP SHOWS JOB PICTURE 
BRIGHT FOR D. C. HIGH SCHOOL GRADS 

The employment picture for graduates of the District's high 
schools is far brighter than most people think, according to a 
George Washington University professor. 

"The Washington youngster who acquires the basic skills for 
employment by completing high school and who approaches employment 
with the proper attitude, will have little difficulty in finding 
a good job in the Washington area and developing it into a 
satisfying career," according to Dr. Carl 0. McDaniels, associate 
professor of education at GWU. 

Dr. McDaniels made this obersvation following completion of 
a summer Workshop on Career Information conducted by GWU for 
guidance counselors from the D. C. school system. 

It was the first workshop of its kind designed exclusively 
for District counselors. 
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The three-week program, carried out with the cooperation of 
Washington businesses, acquainted participating counselors with 
the job situation locally and reinforced their ability to assist 

the seven out of 10 D. C. high school students who will not go 
on to college. 

Five major Washington businesses and the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission participated in the GWU program, opening their employ¬ 
ment offices to workshop participants to give them first-hand 
knowledge of the employment avenues open to D. C. high school grads. 

‘'Each of the firms visited indicated that the vast majority 
of new employees they will seek in the next year will have only 
a high school diploma," Dr. McDaniels said. 

Tms is contrary to the widespread belief that you must 
have a college degree to be attractive to employers. 

"One firm, the Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Co., will 
have approximately 3,000 job openings during the next year," he 
said. "Of these, only 35 will be filled by college graduates." 

Dr. McDaniels noted that the other four firms visited--the 
Riggs National Bank, the Sheraton-Park Hotel, McArdle Printing Co., 
and Woodward and Lothrop--said they would be seeking an equally 
high percentage of high school graduates. 

A representative of the U. S. Civil Service Commission, too, 

indicated his agency is now taking a closer look at the employment 

potential of the thousands of job applicants who have not attended 
college. 
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"I think we can safely 3eneralize that if you asked the question 
'What makes for success?' of most businesses in this city, the 
answer would be the same: Basic skills provided by a complete 
high school education, and the motivation to succeed," he said. 

Our high school graduates comprise our biggest manpower pool," 
Dr. McDaniels said, "yet in our race with automation and technology, 
this resource has too often been overlooked. 

"The fact that these six organizations took the time to assist 
in our program demonstrates their spirited interest in well-motivated 
students as future employees," he said. 

The GWU workshop was a direct result of a conference sponsored 
last year by the university on the vocational aspects of counselor 
education. 

Dr. McDaniels, who directed both the conference and the work¬ 
shop, feels that the program reflects the feelings for the need to 
better equip guidance counselors to advise students who will not 
seek college degrees. 

The 10 participants in this summer * s pilot program spent 
mornings talking with business executives and employment specialists 
about career opportunities, entry level jobs, on-the-job training 
programs, and applying for jobs. 

The counselors also spoke to employees who were recent D. C. 
high school graduates to further familiarize themselves with the 
type of work performed and the skills needed on the job. 
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Afternoons were devoted to classroom instruction on how best 
to communicate this new vocational information to students, parents 
and faculty.
